LINCOLN'S GETTYSBURG SPEECH. 


Sublime and Immortal, Though Matthew 


Arnold Bad Sever Beard of It. 


I stood close by and heard that speech 


delivered. It came upon us after the 
ponderous and elaborate rhetoric of Ed- 
ward Everett like a blaze of real flro 
after a match less picture of fire. It 
sprang, like tlio strophes of old, out of 
a chastened heart almost broken with 
the weight of conquest, but still daunt- 
less in its American faith, and the man 
iwho spoke the words was, for tha mo- 
ment, transfigured for us, and big fur- 
rowed face and gaunt form took on 
the light that never was on land or 
sea, so that bo became the archetype of 
the people themselves, uttering better 
than he knew the great prayer of that 
finer and better humanity that our fa. 
thera and we believed was to come with 
Ubortjcand .a^jaUty out of storm and 
stress, and an unshaken confidence in 
man. 


But I don't think any of us then 


knew how masterful is the speech of 
the human heart when it comes through 
the furnace to these great occasions and 
plants its sad sincerity by the side of 
mere scholarship and the grooved thun- 
der of rhetoric. 


We had to live on for a quater of a 


century and see that brief speech burn- 
ing with unquenchable flame in oar 
sohoolbooks and standing out with mod- 
est majesty on our page of recorded 
history to comprehend how God can 
touch with a living coal the lips of a 
rail splitter just as be touched the lips 
of a tentmaker of Tarsus and lifted the 
untutored heart of the shoemaker, Bun- 
yan, into communion with the Immor- 
tals. 


Turn It every way yon can, the Get- 


tysburg speech stands unique as a brief 
literary and patriotic composition. It is 
the noblest condensation into the fittest 
words of all the emotions, aspirations 
and sentiments that millions of mute 
people wanted at that moment to utter. 


So inwrought is that speech with the 


heart of the occasion, and so majestic- 
ally does it sweep over into the time to 
come, that I should think all men every- 
where would discern its intrinsic quali- 
ty. But that is not the case. 


I remember talking with Matthew 


Arnold when be was in this country 
about Abraham Lincoln—yon will re- 
member that he said of Lincoln that be 
had no "distinction"—and I called his 
attention to the Gettysburg speech, 
shall never forget the imperturbable 
Saturday Review stare with which he 
asked, "Ah, what is the Gettysburg 
speech?" 


He had never heard of it. 
I believe 


when ho went back he asked Professor 
Bryco what it was about, and when It 
was hunted up in an American school- 
book and shown to him be read it hasti- 
ly and put it away with commiserating 
reticence. 
; 


Suppose you ask M. Bourget, who is 


looking into the American heart by the 
way of tho American bodice and on 
space rates, if he has read the Gettys- 
burg speech. 
1 happen to know of my 


own knowledge that 
Robert Louia 


Stevenson had not heard of it when ho 
was exploring our continent, and Sir 
Lepel Griffin and Rndyard Kipling had 
an idea that it was a newspaper fake. 


The curreut number of The Saturday 


Review lies open before me, and this ia 
what my eye falls on: 


"The common American delusion 


that there have been n number of great 
American poets, that there is indeed 
such a thing aa American literature, 
disports itself with unusual pomposity." 


It is impossible for these literary 


prigs of n special cult to understand 
that tbero may be stimulant condi- 
tions of national life that wake into 
tumultuous activity all the higher and 
better functions of the soul prior to the 
chartered formulation of them into an 
art, 
and that it is in these periods of 


awakening and not in the after repose 
of an elaborate eostheticism the most 
precious hanrtbeala of the race have 
made themselves heard and felt, some- 
times in half articulate tones, but ofton- 
er in organ blasts which have set the 
key of liberty and fixed the vocabulary 
of hope and victory. 


Before eloquence or poetry was on art 


it was a burning soul and fetched its

except there be a surplus of water re- 
maining in the source of supply over 
and above the then exisiting, vested 
and accrued rights. 


The bill has nineteen sections and 


the foregoing are merely selected to 
give a bit of an idea as to the propo- 
sition. 


After the reading General R. M. 


Clarke, who was present, was called 
upon and made an extended and very 
instructive and interesting address ex- 
planatory of the subject and objects of 
the bill, frequently stopping to answer 
invited questions on various poiuts in 
the matter. 


By request Mr. Taylor read the 


Carey Act whieh paseed Congress last 


and August, giving to certain States arid 


public lands for reclamation and im- 
provement to the extent of 1,000,000 
acres each, this proposition to hold 
good for ten years. Thus it is that Ne- 
vada has the opportunity presented. 


Attorney Alt Cbartz made quite a 


nice little speech on the subject, giving 
some practical views and ideas in pup- 
port of irrigation and water storage in 
the proper utilization of what natural 
resources Nevada possesses in that re" 
spect. 


Hon. T. B. Rickey also gave his views 


on the subject, and so did in an able 
and interesting manner our worthy 
World's Fair aud Midwinter Fair Com- 
missioner Yerington. 


Senator Comins in response to a call 


for a speech moved to adjourn and the 
meeting adjourned.

He was taken with pneumoni i Ubt 
and after an illness of tv.o ni.-i.th-; re- 
covered sufficiently to be able to leave 
his bed. On February lath he was 
stricken with paralysis and never re- 
covered consciousness. 


The deceased was one of that noble 


band of American pioneers who blazed 
their way from the Atlantic to the Pa- 
cific. He was born January 10, 1810, 
near Knoxville, Tennessee, and emi- 
grated with his parents to Morgan 
county, Illinois, in 1821. In January, 
1863, he removed from Illinois to Kan- 
sas, thence to the Pacific Coast, where 
he settled at Pasadena, Oal, and re- 
mained there until the death of his 
wife, which occurred about a year ago. 
Since then he lived with his tons, who 
are prosperous farmers and old resi- 
dents of Paradise Valley, Nev. 


" Old Mr. Bradshaw," as ho was gen- 


erally called, was 76 years of age, and 
was one of the moat active men in the 
valley until stiickenwith the disease 
whith caused his death. He was genial, 
kind hearted, and well-informed on the 
current events of the day, and tie will 
be missed by his many friends and 
relatives in the valley. Peace to bis 
ashes, since He who doeth all things 
well Lath seen fit to call him from his 
earthly labors to that land of celestial 
bliss where the weary are at rest. 


The funeral took place last Saturday 


from bis son John's residence, and was 
the most largely attended of any that 
ever took place in the valley. The 
services, which were very impressive, 
were conducted by Rev. P. M. Palmer, 
and all that was mortal of the pioneer 
was laid in the village graveyard.
